He is describ- 
ed not merely as a divine Power, Influ- 
ence, or Emanation from the Father or 
the Son, but asa Person distinct from 
both, though one with them in the power 
of the Godhead. In this view he is re-

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divides to every man severally as he 
will,” His office is to make known, ap- 
ply, and render effectual, those blessings 
of Redemption, which were promised by 
the Father and purchased by the Son ; 
and accordingly when means had been 
devised by the obedience and sufferings 
of Christ, for restoring the fallen race of 
man to favour, holiness, and happiness, 
the Holy Spirit descended to complete 
this glorious work, by enlightening, come 
forting, and sanctifying, and thus pre- 
paring for the felicity and employments 
of Heaven. all the true servants of God.

Proverbs xiv. 9.—F cols make a mock at 
Sin. 

Sin is the greatest of all evila: its ve- 
nom is deadly; working the utter des- 
truction of the whole man, both body and 
soul: it is the disgrace of our nature, 
the bane of our happiness, and the ruin 
of our future hepes. It deprives us of 
communion with God, separates us from 
the society of the blessed, and urges us 
on to the rezions of eternal misery. Yet, 
stranye to tell! there ave persons in the 
world who * make a mock at sin,” beth 
in themselves and others; who can be 
entertained with the jests of scorners, 
the blasphemies of the profane, the boasts 
of the licentious, and the quarrels of the 
froward. They are not afraid of giving 
drink to their neighbour ; but can rejoice 
in seeing him degrade himself by intoxi- 
cation below the state of @ brute, The 
falls of professed Christians aye particu. 
larly gratifying to such wen: to behold 
a fol seMacateye turning asideTo perdi- 
~~ 
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tion, is to them a matter of merriment.— 
Those who can thus rejoice at iniquity 
in others, are, doubtless, equally dispo- 
sed to make light of it in theinselves.— 
But surely they are fouls in the strongest 
sense of the word, who can thus act.— 
Whatever may be their reputation for 
wisdom atnong men, they know nothing 
of the majesty of God; the glory and ex~ 
céllency of his characte ‘r, law, and gov- 
eruiment; the evil of sin; the necessity 
and vaiue of a Saviour; the beauty of 
holiuess ; the vanity of this werld, and 
the importance of the next, In short, 
they are totally ignorant of the things 
Whicw belons to teir peace, and preter 
@ short scene of guilty eajovment toa 
ior more exceeding and eternal weighi of 
Flory. Let such thoughtless mortals be 
warned of their guilt and danger. Let 
them learn from the fall of man, the cross 
of Christ, the miseries of this life, anid 
the sill greater miseries reserved fur the 
ungodly, what an evil and bitter thing 
Sin is, and be excit+d te flee from and to 
abhor it: and let all of us beware of 
making light of sin, either ta ourselves 
or others, whatever captivating and tllu- 
sive appearances it may assume. Let us 
watch against what may be termed small 
deviations from duty, aad pray to God 
to prevent us from dishonouring him in 
any instance. Thus may we hope to 
escape these rocks on which multitudes 
of careless sinners have been shipwrecked 
and lust. 
Proverbs xiv, $9.--- The weieked is driven 
away in his wickedness, fut the righte- 
ous hath hope in his death. 


Those who have seen amatefactor with 
his hands pinioned and his looks full of 
dismay, forced aw ay to thatdeath which 
his crimes have merited, nay form some 
idea of the situation of an irreligious pe ~ 
gon in his last moments, when upon the 

oint of being turn from every object in 
which his soul delighted. Some, indeed, 
appear to die tranquilly, who are desti- 
tute of the hope of tie Gospel, and lovers 
of this world more than lovers of God; 
but this apparent resignation arises ei- 
ther from an assumed fortitude, which 
“makes a virtue of necessity: fom a self- 
righteous, and therefure delusive confi- 
dence ; from ignorance and stupidity ; 


‘ 
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or from that carnal seevrity which often 
accompanies a fruitless pr ofession of re- 

ligion. Very contrary ts the end of the 
righ! eous. Having fled to the Lord Je- 
sus Christ as their hope and refuge ; and 
by becoming interested in his righteous. 
ness, being freed from guilty fears ; and 
having their affections supremely placed 
on things above; to them to live is Christ, 

antl to die is zuin. Hence they are en- 
asled to triumph in the moment of disso- 
lution, and to de part with a hope full of 
immortality. Some of them, indeed, 

through the power of temptation or cor. 
ruption, from bodily weakness or defec- 
tive views of the Gospel, may beail their 
life-time subject to bondage through the 
fear of death, and they may undergo 
many sharp conflicts on its approach ;— 
yet have they hope in their latter end— 
a hope which they would nut exchange 
for worlds, and a prevailing relish and 
desire for the happiness of heaven, which 
makes them wilimge to depart and be wiih 
Christ. Accordingly th ey for the most 
pait, finish their course with joy, and are 
thus made conquerors over their last ene- 

ny. Let this prospect excite the worldly 
and irreligiows to renovnee their idols, 
and to retury unto Ged through Jesus 
Christ: and let the true believer be 
thereby excited to labour for the full as- 
surance of hope unto the ends that so, 
not adithcult but an * abundant entrance 
may be administered tohim into theever- 
lasting kingdom of Jesus Christ.”

FROM THE SAME. 


Critical illustration of Gen. iv. 25, 24, 
Our present translation of Lamech’s 
speech is nearly unintelligible, though un- 


doubtedly it is perfectly accurate. It 
may therefore be useful to remark, that 
the Hebrew is capable of three different 
interpretations, all equally literal ; con- 
sequently we are at liberty to choose 
that which is the most agreeable to the 
context. The first interpretation is that 
of our transtators: “ [have slain a man 
to my wounding, and a young man to my 
hurt? The second, and erhaps tlie 
best, is offered by Bispop Lowth, and 
before him by Houbigant. I have slain 
aman for wounding me, and a young 
man for striking me.” (Pralect. Poet. 
iv. p. 52, 53.) In this case, the sense 








will be. if Cain, who slew his brother un- 
provoked, shall be secured by the deity 
sevenfold from all human vengeance, (see 
Gen. iv. 15.) surely Lamech, who slew 
a man in the act of self-defence, shali be 
secured seventy and seven fold. The 
third interpretation is that of Wickliff, 
to be found in his MS. Bible, which at 
jeast is more intelligible than our present 
translation. “ Lhave slayn aman by my 
wound, and a yong wexynge man by 
yyolent beetynge.” = It is a singular cir- 
cumstance, that all these renderings are 
equally literal.

Critical Wlustration of Isaiah ix. 5. 
In our present translation this passage 
js rendered as follows: * Every battle of 
the warrior is with confused noise, and 
garments rolled in bleed ; but this shail 
be with burning and fuel of fire.” These 
words immediately precede the famous 
prediction of the Messiah, with which, 
as they now stand, they certainly appear 
to have very little connection. Dr. Ken- 
nicott therefore proposes a different 
translation : * Every weanon of the war- 
rior used in battle, and the garment roll- 
ed in much blood (or often rolled in 
blood) is for burning, even fuel of the 
fire.’ ‘This agrees very well with the 
romise of peace at the advent of the 
Messiah, and 1s the counterpart of the 
words of the Psalmist. © When God 
maketh wars to cease im alj the world. 
he breaketh the bow, and knappeth the 
spear in sunder,and burneth the chariots 
in the fire.”? Intheabeve-mentioned MS. 
translation of Wickiif, this passage is 
thus rendered—* Al violent raveyn with 
noyse, and a cloth medlid with blood, 
shal be into breanynge, and shal be the 
meate of fyer.” |

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THE SWEDISH SATLOR BOY. 

Ata late meeting of the Aberdeen 
Auxiliary Bible Society, the following 
pleasing anecdote was related by the 
Rev. Mr. Grant of Orkney, who wes an 
eye-witness of the scene : 

“ Last year,” said he, “a vessel from 
Stockholm, in Sweden, was driven upou 
our coast in a tremendous wale, and be- 
came a total wreck; situated so that né 
human aid could possibly be adininister- 
ed for the preservation of the crew. In 
a short time after the vessel struck, ele 
went to pieces. The spectators on shore 
beheld with pungent grief the awtul situ- 
afion of those on board 3 but those on 
shore could render no assistanee, Al 
on board perished except one man, ane 
he was driven by the merciless waves 
upon a piece of the wreck, entwined a- 
mong the ropes attached to the mast. 
Half naked and half drowned he reac! ed 
the shore, and was disengaged by those 
on shore, from his heart-rending situati- 
on. As soon as they reseued him, as- 
tonishinent filled thetr minds by observ. 
ing a smal! parcel, tied firmly round his 
waist with a handkerchief. Seme con- 
cluded it was his money : others it was 
the ship’s papers ; and others said it was 
his watch. The handkerchief was un- - 
loosed, and to their surprise and aston- 
ishment it was his Bible: a Bible given 
to the lad’s father from the Britieh and 
Foreign Bible Society. Upon the biank 
leaf was a prayer written, that the Lord 
would make the piesent gilt the means 
of saving his soa’s soul. Upon the other 
blank leaf was an account how the Bible 
came into the old man’s hands 5 and that 
gratitude to the British and Foreign Li- 
ble Society, which inspires the heart of 
every Christian, was undisguisedly writ- 
ten by the old man. The request wes, 
that the son should make it the man of 
his counsel. and that he could not allow 
his son to depart frem home without giy- 
ing him the best pledge of his love, a Bi- 
ble, although that gift deprived the other 
parts of the family. The Bible bore 
evident marks of being often read with 
tears.”

month or quarter, transmitting their sa- 
vines to some authorised agent of the 
Institution. In this way pious ladies 
are uniting in various parts of the Chris- 
tian world, for the purpose ef promoting 
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the interests of true religien.* Some 
send the Bible and Religious Tracts to 
the poor; others

highest degree gratifying to see an ex- 
ein pillic ation in eve ry age, of the sane 
faitatul and affectionate and zealous dis- 
position, which was manuested by those 
women * who nunistered unto Christ.
